Racing Returns 


Edward Tudor Wins Gratwicke Stakes 


Lonpbon, August 5 
E have had, during the past week, the four- 
day meeting at Goodwood and a two-day 
holiday meeting at Epsom. Goodwood, which is 
perhaps our loveliest course, is in Sussex, high 
up, with magnificent views of the undulating 
countryside and, from the back of the stands, a 
glimpse of the sea. The course lies within the 
estate of the Duke of Richmond. It is somewhat 
inaccessible and the custom, for those who wish 
to enjoy the meeting to the full, is to stay in the 
vicinity, either with friends or in one of the many 
beautiful villages in which Sussex abounds. The 
meeting is served from London by train, but it 
draws a great part of its attendance from the 
coast towns, now packed with holiday makers. 
The course, opened for the first time since 1939, 
was in excellent order. Runners, however, were 
on the short side; even the Stewards Cup, one of 
the most popular sprint handicaps of the season, 
attracted only 15 runners. You will hardly be 
interested in anything but the winner, who proved 
to be the 6-year-old gelding Commissar, carrying 
110 pounds, and just beating the topweight, Royal 
Charger, who had 133. The winner was bred by 
the late William Barnett from Sir Cosmo and

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Salar. Salar was a good winner, and was bred 
from Salmon Trout and Saffian, a very good 
broodmare, tracing to Springheels, by Springfield. 
The owner, Mr. A. M. Budgett, and his brother, 
belong to a very well known sporting family, 
associated with hunting and polo. 

The other important race of the first day was 
the Gratwicke Stakes, of just under 1% miles, 
for 3-year-olds. This was won by Mrs. Macdonald 
Buchanan’s Edward Tudor, who played second 
fiddle to Gulf Stream in the Eclipse Stakes and 
who was now scoring for the first time this sea- 
son. A son of Hyperion and Mary Tudor II, thus 
a brother to the unbeaten 2-year-old Tudor Min- 
strel, he was highly thought of as a 2-year-old 
and was placed within three pounds of Gulf 
Stream in the Free Handicap. 

Two more of last season’s swell juveniles ran, 
curiously enough, on the second day. These were 
Mr. T. Lilley’s Radiotherapy, a chestnut colt by 
Hyperion out of Belleva, and Lord Aster’s colt 
Aldis Lamp (Hyperion-Light Sentence). Radio- 
therapy (130 pounds in the Free Handicap) beat 
Aldis Lamp (131) in the Sussex Stakes of a mile. 
The winner, who now conceded two pounds, is a 
consistent sort; he was third in the Guineas, first 
in the Newmarket Stakes, and third in the Derby.

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whether it was with the owner’s authority, that 
it was thought that he had not a good enough 
chance to justify his running. 


Marsyas Scores Again 


HE Goodwood Stakes (two miles, three fur- 

longs), which has been won by some good 
horses in the past, went to a bought horse, the 
4-year-old Reynard Volant, by Foxhunter—Fly- 
ing Shell, by Tetratema, now the property of Sir 
John Jarvis. This Reynard Volant is a pretty 
useful fellow. He won the Ascot Stakes (2% 
miles) in June and now won with 122 pounds, 
The next race, the King George Stakes of six fur- 
longs, went to the same stable, the winner being 
Lord Milford’s grand sprinter Honeyway. Un- 
fortunately he had only one opponent, but he was 
carrying 137 pounds and was conceding a stone, 
He is now to be syndicated as a stallion. 

There was only one top-class race on the third 
day. This was the Goodwood Cup of two miles 
and five furlongs. This is one of the longest races 
in the Calendar and has been won in the past by 
such horses as Merman, His Majesty, and, more 
recently, by top-grade handicap stayers like Arc- 
tic Star, Noble Star, and the Cup horse Epigram, 
now at stud. The winner proved to be Monsieur 
Boussac’s good 5-year-old Marsyas, who had made 
all the running to score so impressively in the 
Queen Alexandra Stakes (2%4 miles) at Ascot. 
Once again he made every yard of the running, 
to win by three lengths from the King’s 4-year- 
old Kingstone. He was cheered and clapped as 
he was ridden in to the unsaddling enclosure; 
there is no doubt that he is a very good horse of 
his type. I have not heard whether his owner 
intends to retire him yet to the stud. Caracalla’s 
list, I know, is full, and so is that of Ardan. The 
fee, in both cases, is to be 400 guineas, in Eng- 
lish money. 

The chief event of the fourth day, the Nassau 
Stakes of ten furlongs, concerned the 3-year-old 
fillies. The Oaks winner, Steady Aim, did not 
run—her next big race will be the St. Leger, for 
which she is well fancied to beat the colts—and 
neither did the One Thousand winner Hypericum, 
who has been retired. With these absent, the race 
proved a reasonably good thing for Lord Milford’s 
Wayward Belle, a daughter of Fairway and Sil- 
ver Belle, by the sprinter Beresford out of a 
*Stefan the Great mare. The breeding is not dis- 
similar to that of Blue Peter. One other race, 
the Chesterfield Cup, also of ten furlongs, may 
be mentioned. It was won by Mr. B. van Cut- 
sem’s 3-year-old Signalman, a son of Signal 
Light, a sire by Pharos who is doing partic- 
ularly well this season. 


Good 2-Year-Old Winners 


WO-YEAR-OLD races at the meeting are 

mostly run over six furlongs and we saw some 
nice youngsters in action. Winners included Sir 
Percy Loraine’s chestnut colt Nebuchadnezzar 
(Nearco-Yasna, by Dastur), Sir Alfred Butt’s 
brown colt Petition (Fair Trial—Art Paper, by 
Artist’s Proof), Lord Derby’s chestnut filly Rule 
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Britannia (Big Game—Motherland, by Gains- 
borough), and Lt. Colonel Hornung’s brown colt 
Buckthorn (Umidwar—Buckey, by Papyrus) The 
season’s champion juvenile, Tudor Minstrel, will 
not run again this season. Britannia’s race was 
notable for the fact that each of the four runners 
is a daughter of the National Stud sire Big Game. 

Saturday and today, Monday, have been fine 
days and the holiday spirit has been much in evi- 
dence. Holiday makers have, as usual, crowded 
the trains and other means of conveyance and 
have hied themselves off to the sea and the coun- 
try. According to one Sunday paper, there were 
people on a popular beach who didn’t dare go 
into the sea for fear they lost their pitches on 
the beach! However, there seemed to be immense 
crowds at the races, especially at Epsom. This 
meeting for the first time staged a two-day sum- 
mer fixture, featuring the two big handicaps 
normally run in the spring. 


The Great Metropolitan Handicap of 2% miles 
and run over a twisting course across the downs, 
was won by the 4-year-old colt Golden Horus, 
who had been unplaced in the Goodwood Stakes 
earlier in the week. He is no rarity for shape, 
but stays well and is a credit to his sire, Rameses 
II (now defunct) and his dam, Snakeless, by 
Sea Serpent. The City and Suburban Handicap, 
the more important race of the two, run over 14 
miles, was won by Lord Rosebery’s 4-year-old 
bay colt Hobo. Hobo is a son of Fairway and 
Flapper, by Felstead out of Blue Peter’s dam, 
Fancy Free, by *Stefan the Great. He is a very 
good colt, with more than a touch of class, and 
should make up into a really good sire when he 
reaches South Africa, to which country he is to 
be exported. He was rated at 120 pounds in the 
3-Year-Old Handicap, and now retires the win- 
ner of eight races. 


We are to have nothing but holiday racing now 
until September, or very late August, when the 
Yorkshire season opens. Our next excitement 
will be the September Yearling Sales at New- 
market on September 4 and 5. I hope to write 
something about these in my next message.

Jacob Wechsler, of Maplewood, N. J., employed 
as a technician at the Los Alamos atomic bomb 
laboratory in New Mexico, finished second by 58 
minutes to Thunder, a bay gelding against which 
he ran a 14-mile cross country race.

Thunder, given 
a five-minute start, made it in one hour, 26 min- 
utes. The gelding balked at one stage of the 
race at an unexpected encounter with a range 
bull, but his rider, Robert Fitzhugh, also an 
atomic worker, threw a few molecules of stone 
at the bull and frightened it away. Pricemakers 
made Wechsler and Thunder even money.

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The Time for Restraint 


HE Los Angeles Times made two unobtrusive 
paragraphs of an important news item in its 
jssue of August 10: 

An extensive building program which had 
been planned and for which materials had 
been purchased nearly a year ago at Holly- 
wood Park has been deferred in view of the 
critical shortage of veterans’ housing, it was 
announced today by J. F. Mackenzie, vice- 
president and general manager of the Holly- 
wood Turf Club. 

Hollywood Park’s long-contemplated con- 
struction program includes the rebuilding of 
the Clubhouse at an estimated cost of $900,- 
000, but for the present only necessary re- 
pairs and foundation work will be done. 


To a metropolitan newspaper that was all the 
item was worth, and if it had been cut to one 
paragraph the editors could still have been cred- 
ited with exercising very proper judgment of 
news values. When someone is going to do some- 
thing it may be news; when someone is not going 
to do something it is less likely to be news. But if 
Hollywood Park had gone ahead with its building 
program, it would almost certainly have attracted 
national attention and disapprobation—no mat- 
ter when it purchased the materials and no mat- 
ter how carefully it sought to avoid conflict with 
the more urgent business of building homes for 
people without homes. 

Several race tracks have thought this problem 
over and decided to go ahead with their construc- 
tion program, or tried to. They have explained 
to themselves, and to the public, that they already 
had the material, or they would avoid the use of 
critical material, such as lumber, or they were 
going to put on a charity day, or something. 

But there is no explanation good enough. 
Homes come first. Race tracks must stand aside. 
Some of them have been pushed aside after they 
insisted on going ahead with building programs. 
Others have gone ahead, and explained things the 
best they could. The explanation may have made 
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perfect sense. But the public was not impressed. 
The construction of a physical plant meant the 
destruction of good will for racing in general. 

As far as public relations are concerned racing 
is in a more critical period than at any time dur- 
ing the war. The attacks upon it then were from 
the outside, and they only succeeded in making it 
more popular. The danger now is inside. The 
expansive forces now at work, while they are 
natural and not in themselves reprehensible, are 
certain to come in conflict with the greater urgen- 
cies of more essential construction. Racing, if it 
persists in building now, can easily find its build- 
ings, new and old, in the path of the bulldozer of 
public opinion. 

Wherefore a salute to Hollywood Park for its 
example, and a nudge to others to follow it. 

Not only in the building of new tracks or the 
improvement of old ones is racing in dangerous 
territory. The prosperity of the business, even 
though it is strictly in keeping with the spirit of 
the times, marks it like a bullseye—an open invi- 
tation to shoot. If the prosperity continues, and 
if there is no move to reduce the number of racing 
days, we are in for the most damaging bombard- 
ment since the first decade of the century. 

The bullseye has been hit squarely in the center 
by Stanley Frank in an article in the Saturday 
Evening Post of August 17. This article is headed, 
“Is Horse Racing Good for a Community?” The 
answer, as Frank gives it, appears to be no. The 
locale considered in New Jersey, especially Gar- 
den State Park. Frank does not make the mis- 
take of imputing dishonesty or anti-social atti- 
tudes to the management. ‘Even the most rabid 
antiracing crusaders now admit they have noth- 
ing against Mori and Donovan but the nature of 
their business.” 

The nature of the business is under scrutiny, 
and will be for some time to come. Its nature 
just now is to expand and take still more money 
than it is taking. However correct, however le- 
gal, however profitable this course may be, it will, 
in increasing measure, be considered contrary to 
the best interests of the whole people.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 10 


HEN this delightful though somewhat exas- 

perating track closed after the racing of 
1942, most of us had grave doubts that it would 
re-open. There was, you know, a commercial 
angle. The tracks downstate make more money 
for the State treasury, for instance. It turns out 
that this is counterbalanced by upstate political 
pressure and a heavy State investment in the 
springs which produce those salubrious and 
healthful waters, though the preference in this 
corner is for White Rock every time. The Sara- 
toga Association itself never wavered in its de- 
sire to return here, even with the golden flood 
that could be produced at Belmont. 

It is pleasant to record that the first week of 
the Saratoga meeting here has been a complete 
success, whether you count the customers at the 
turnstiles, the dollars in the totalizator, or the 
horses on the track. Saratoga opened with a 
coat of new paint, a race track hard enough to 
crack walnuts on, except for some eight or ten 
feet on the rail which no jockey has used willingly 
since opening day, and a sky-blue canoe in the 
infield lake. Desultory attempts to find why this 
canoe exists have brought scant results. There 
is a general idea that it is connected with some 
Indian legend, but nobody knows the legend, 
which is just as well because Indian legends seem 
generally a bit morose. ; 

There is a very handsome fountain in this lake 
also, which is mentioned here because it is pains- 
takingly turned off during every race, and turned 
on again immediately after. The reason for this 
is obscure, too, though it has nothing to do with 
Indians. It seems someone objected to it years 
ago, because it blocked the view of twenty or 
thirty feet on the backstretch. Now, of course, 
the totalizator board blocks a good deal more, if 
you are on the ground level, including the foun- 
tain itself. But the fountain is still turned duti- 
fully off with each race, which you may take to 
be something of a symbol. 

This bystander is on the whole glad, and the 
hope here is that the fountain will continue to be 
turned on and off without any intelligent reason. 
You may think that the policy of which this is a 
symbol is stuffy and unresilient and hidebound, 
but on the other hand this is also the policy that 
has given us and preserved for us this pleasant 
and sporting track in the foothills of the Adiron- 
dacks. These sentiments are so far from those 
generally expressed here on local track manage- 
ment that the suspicion may arise that they are

The truth is they are writ- 
ten instead under enchantment. 


On the Other Hand 


HE thought comes, however, that the condi- 
tions of some of the 2-year-old stakes here are 
a little out of date, though perhaps as long as 
Jack Campbell does not muscle into the newspa- 
per business, this tourist ought not to invade the 
duties of the racing secretary. But these condi- 
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tions are so written as to place a considerable 
premium on reserving horses for the Saratoga 
meeting, which might have been all right when 
the New York tracks were in a state of actual 
rivalry, and when 2-year-old racing before Sara- 
toga was somewhat discouraged in high places. 

Now that they are one big happy family—at 
least Mr. Campbell at Saratoga is no rival of 
Mr. Campbell at Jamaica and the roving meetings 
that light there—it seems there should be less of 
a penalty for winning stakes in June and July. 
A 2-year-old injudicious enough to win the East 
View, for instance, would go to the post in the 
Flash or the United States under 126 pounds, 
while one which refrained from supporting the 
earlier meetings might get in with 108 in the 
Flash, 110 in the United States. 

The principal matter for complaint here has 
been the race track itself. On the rail it has a 
six-inch cushion, while 15 or 20 feet out the 
cushion dwindles to less than two inches. This 
accounts for the fast time that has been made 
here, despite the fact that the riders stay well 
out whenever they can. This is not hearsay, 
either; with an unaccustomed burst of energy, 
later greatly regretted, this tourist walked all 
around the track, sticking pencils into it here and 
there. Some work has been done to correct this 
condition, and more would have been had not 
rains on Saturday morning made it sloppy and 
almost impossible to work. 


Fights Twice a Week 


VERY pleasant addition to the local night 
life—which has a tendency to turn on wheels 
—is the regularly scheduled fights at the track’s 
recreation center. The parties involved are most- 
ly exercise boys and stable personnel, plus some 
local talent, all on the amateur side. The notion 
here is that this is extremely good for the morale 
of the stable area, and that it might well be emu- 
lated by other tracks. The fights are well at- 
tended, being both cheap and packed with action, 
far beyond Mr. Jacobs’ enterprises down below. 
This sort of thing pays large, though unmeas- 
urable, dividends, by keeping the boys and stable- 
men out of gin mills for at least two nights a 
week. This tourist has no objection to gin mills, 
you understand, but they are better adapted to 
the uses of Turf writers, who are beyond reform 
anyway, than to the youngsters who come around 
and of whom some good might be made. The 
recreation center itself is open every night; this 
bystander wandered in and found stable boys 
playing shockingly bad pool but having fun at it 
and the notion came that this sort of thing now 


will save Spencer Drayton a good deal of work 
later. 


All This and Horses Too 


AS to the racing itself, it has been excellent. 
Speed honors have to go to Howell Jackson’s 
Red Shoes, which equaled the track record for 
six furlongs on Monday, and missed the seven- 
furlong record one-fifth of a second in the Test 
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on Friday. Her next engagement is in the Ala- 
bama, and despite her speed she seems likely to 
handle the distance. Mr. Jackson, who is not very 
widely known in racing because he has a small 
stable and hasn’t had it very long, is a Tennes- 
seean by birth and a Virginian by adoption, hav- 
ing a farm near Middleburg. He is considerably 
more interested in breeding than in racing, and 
comes by this persuasion honestly, being a great- 
nephew of Gen. W. H. Jackson, who operated the 
famous Belle Meade Stud in Tennessee when 
Bramble was retired to the stud. 

Gallorette gave Pavot a splendid race for the 
Wilson, and might have won it had she not drop- 
ped back sharply in the first furlong, leaving her- 
self too much ground to make up. This is to take 
nothing from Pavot, which has become a threat 
anywhere, just as everyone expected him to do 
last year. This is the third one he has hung on 
Gallorette this season, which seems a bit steep 
for the single beating she gave him last year. 

The 2-year-old situation didn’t develop much 
the first week. Gestapo won the Flash in good 
style, but the class of the Greentree colt can hard- 
ly be estimated until he goes up against horses 
of known quality. He was withdrawn from the 
United States on Saturday, and I Will, about 
which we already knew, didn’t have too great a 
task. Solater, an unimaginatively named colt 
from Belair, might have made I Will hustle more 
had he not gone nearly to the outside rail. The 
latter, however, was not more than ten feet or so 
closer in, for the hard surface outside more than 
compensates for loss of ground. 

As for Stymie, when Gallorette was taken out 
of the Whitney, he was in. Mahout and Tryme- 
now put up a good battle, but nobody is going to 
beat Stymie with the second team. The Eques- 
trian horse ran more like his old self Saturday, 
but maybe this was because there was lighter op- 
position than he has usually had.

The Market Is Still Strong 


WING to the unstable condition of the Eastern 

yearling market in recent years it is not easy 
to glance at totals and averages and decide upon 
the state of the market, without first allowing 
for differences in the credentials of the yearlings 
being sold. The Fasig-Tipton Company’s prin- 
cipal sales were back at Saratoga for the first 
time since 1942, when national anxiety had 
knocked the bottom out of the market. They came 
back to Saratoga with a strangely assorted list 
of consignors, new and old, from half a dozen 
states, with five sessions of sales, instead of three, 
as at Meadow Brook last year. The natural ex- 
pectancy, if the market were the same as in 1945, 
would be a lower average. 

During the first two nights of selling a total of 
83 head were disposed of for $287,800, average 
$3,467. During the entire series of three sessions 
at Meadow Brook last summer 155 head had sold 
for $633,100, average $4,085. The average for the 
first two nights this year was 15 per cent below 
the complete average of 1945. 

Since the main posi of the Saratoga cata- 
logue was stacked in the later sessions, there ap- 
peared little question that the average for the 
whole sale would be above that of last year. Since 
there were more yearlings, presumably of lower 
average merit than the more highly selective 
group of 1945, there appeared little question that 
the market was quite as strong as it had been at 
Keeneland, where, two weeks earlier, a deliberate- 
ly exclusive offering of 415 yearlings had brought 
the record average of $9,912. 

Results of two of the five sessions of the Sara- 
toga sales were available when this issue of THE 
BLooD-HORSE went to press. J. A. E. 


Monday, August 12 


HE catalogue of the first session was made up 

principally from consignors new to Saratoga 
and to the Fasig-Tipton Company’s summer sales. 
Ringside consensus was that the average of 
$2,467 reflected a strong market. The largest 
consignment was of six head from High Acre 
Farm in Virginia. The group which attracted 
most attention and the highest bidding was the 
five head from R. Justin Funkhouser’s O’Sullivan 
Farms at Charles Town, W. Va. The five brought 
$39,000, average $7,800. Several of the small 
consignments came from the Genesee Valley coun- 
try in northern New York, long famed for its 
hunting stock, now testing the richer market of 
the yearling sales.

Maine Chance's Million 


As this issue of THE BLOoD-HORSE went to press 
no purchase for the account of Mrs. Elizabeth N. 
Graham’s Maine Chance Farm stable had been 
reported from Saratoga, but Leslie Combs II, in 
whose name the stable’s purchases usually are 
made, was on the ground. If he bought substan- 
tially the total outlay of Maine Chance in the last 
four years for yearlings would be near the mil- 
lion-dollar mark, or over it. 

Including the Keeneland Summer Sales of this 
year, the Maine Chance purchases of yearlings 
in the last four years have been:

The yearlings accounted for in this summary 
were bought at Keeneland and Meadow Brook, 
with one exception, a $42,000 colt by Bimelech 
out of Blinking Owl, obtained at the Keeneland 
Fall Sales of 1945. (One filly bought this year, 
by Stimulus—Cash Book, for $32,000, was re-sold 
privately to Coldstream Stud.) _ 

Mrs. Graham’s purchases represent, by long 
odds, the biggest outlay ever made for yearlings 
in this country. They represent, moreover, a 
most extraordinary success. The horses she 
bought in 1943 and 1944 have earned far more 
than they cost. Most of the 1945 lot were lost in 
a fire at Arlington Park earlier this year, but 
they were insured. One of the few of this group 
which were not in the fire is Jet Pilot, one of the 
season’s best 2-year-olds. 


A broken ankle was expected to keep Mrs. Gra- 
ham away from the Keeneland sales this year. 
But she took a plane from New York, landed in 
the airport across the road from Keeneland, went 
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to the sales paddock to do her own bidding on 
the War Admiral—Danise M. filly in Mr. Combs’ 
consignment, got her for the record price of 
$54,000. 


Notes of the Sales 


N selling 43 head the first night in an hour and 

five minutes, Auctioneer George Swinebroad 
undoubtedly set a speed record for Saratoga sales. 

K. N. Gilpin, president of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company, reported an unprecedented number of 
requests for reserved seats had been received in 
advance of the sales from prospective buyers. 
Most of the 750 seats in the arena were assigned 
well in advance, in contrast to previous sales at 
Meadow Brook and Saratoga, where buyers cus- 
tomarily waited until they arrived at the scene 
before seeking reservations. 

A delightfully cool Sunday brought large 
crowds to the sales paddocks, and the showing of 
yearlings was practically continuous from early 
morning to sundown. 

Rigan McKinney, whose specialties are steeple- 
chasing and sartorial sunbursts, dazzled the Sun- 
day afternoon crowd with a yellow, red, and 
black plaid coat which only partially concealed 
a necktie of startling scenic qualities. 

Walter J. Salmon, one of the Kentucky breed- 
ers present, reported the purchase of the mare 
Miss Skylark, a winner, by Blue Larkspur—Lady 
Charlotte, by *Sir Gallahad III. She was bought 
from Martin Level, of Illinois. 

One of the many breeders from other sections 
taking a horseman’s holiday at Saratoga was 
Arthur B. Hancock, of Claiborne Stud. Looking 
over the crowd which was examining the Nydrie 
Stud yearlings Sunday afternoon he remarked: 
“This looks like Kentucky.” Among the specta- 
tors were Thomas Piatt, Charlton Clay, Dale 
Shaffer, Charles A. Kenney, Douglas M. Davis, 
Dixie McKinley, Edward S. Moore, Walter Sal- 
mon, John Stanley, Carter Thornton, Leslie 
Combs II, and others from the Blue Grass. 

One of the most interested spectators at Mon- 
day night’s opening sales was Count Francois de 
Brignac, secretary of the French breeders associ- 
ation, just returned from Mexico, where he went 
after taking in the Keeneland sales. 

Among the Saratoga patrons who were not at 
the Keeneland auctions were a group of New 
England trainers who were expected to be active 
in the buying. 

Roy Waldron, who because of the fast pace at 
Keeneland bought fewer yearlings than he had 
intended, was accompanied to Saratoga by his 
principal, Harry M. Warner. 

Most of the bidding started out at $500. First 
exception was the Chicuelo—Bad Breaks colt con- 
signed by O’Sullivan Farms, which opened at 
$5,000 and went to Matt Brady for $8,000. 

Micker Harrison, California trainer, is repre- 
senting C. E. Cooper, of Beverly Hills, former 
owner of Rancho San Luis Rey. 

Eugene Flagg, who bred and raced Standard- 
breds before changing over to Thoroughbreds, has 
sold his farm in Florida and has bought 160 
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acres at Robesonia, Pa., near Reading, where he 
is in the textile business. He will continue to 
keep his broodmares in Kentucky, but will move 
the weanlings to Pennsylvania to prepare them 
for the yearling sales. This year he consigned 
two yearlings to the Saratoga sales; next year 
he plans to send ten. His Pennsylvania estab- 
lishment, like those he formerly owned in Wis- 
tonsin and Florida, will be called Old Glory 
Farm. 

The sales pavilion and the adjoining stables at 
Saratoga are “fogged” daily with a spray con- 
taining DDT and other insecticides. Flies and 
moths have been almost completely eliminated. 

The bay filly by *Pharamond II—Besieged, sold 
Monday night by O’Sullivan Farms, has under- 
gone a rapid change of ownership within the last 
two months. Robert Sterling Clark, her breeder, 
gave her to a blacksmith, who sold her to O’Sulli- 
van Farms. At the sale she went to Hirsch Ja- 
cobs for $8,500. 

Auctioneer George Swinebroad and Announcer 
Humphrey Finney had an easier time Tuesday 
night after a loudspeaker system was installed. 
At Monday night’s sale they grew hoarse com- 
peting against the buzz of the crowd. 

Contending bidders on the Sir Damion—*Evap- 
orate filly sold by Elmhurst Farm Tuesday night 
were Robert J. Kleberg, Jr. and young Louis 


Stoddard. At $6,500 Stoddard was wavering, and 
Finney suggested encouragingly, “Come on, 


Louis, Mr. Kleberg only has Assault behind him.” 
The Texan got the filly for $6,700. 

Philip Godfrey sent one of his yearlings to 
Virginia for breaking, will have the others brok- 
en at Saratoga. 

Spectators at Tuesday’s sale included the Ken- 
tucky Derby alumni Roscoe Goose and Eddie Ar- 
caro. 

Tom Thumb golf, which died without rites or 
regrets about two decades ago, is flourishing on 
the former site of the United States Hotel. 

The Pompey filly for which Harry Warner 
paid $11,600 from the Churn Creek Farm con- 
signment, refused to be led, had to be backed into 
the ring and backed out.

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LIP-TATTOO BRANDING 


Approved, If Horsemen Agree 


SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 13 


F the lip-tattoo method of marking horses 

which was to be demonstrated in the Fasig- 
Tipton Company’s sales ring here Thursday 
morning is approved by breeders and trainers, 
steps will be taken to make it a definite part of 
horse identification. Both The Jockey Club and 
the Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau are 
interested in its general application to Thorough- 
bred breeding stock and horses in training, and 
it is hoped that its introduction may begin by 
January 1, 1947. 

Full details have not yet been worked out, but 
it is possible that young horses and breeding 
stock will be tattooed at the farms by agents of 
The Jockey Club, and that horses in training will 
be marked at race tracks. As far as broodmares, 
stallions, and foals are concerned, they possibly 
would be marked by Jockey Club representatives 
stationed in Kentucky, Maryland, Virginia, Cali- 
fornia, and other centers. 

A four-digit number, perhaps the last four 
digits of a horse’s registration number, is under 
consideration, and it would be preceded by a let- 
ter or symbol to denote the year of foaling. 

The lip-tattoo system was experimented with 
about eight years ago at the suggestion of Mar- 
shall Cassidy, executive secretary of The Jockey 
Club, and the work was done under the direction 
of Dr. J. G. Catlett. During the war there were 
no experiments by The Jockey Club, but the work 
was carried on by Col. F. W. Koester of the Army 
Remount Service, who used several hundred 
horses in developing a system which would mark 
a horse permanently but would not be painful or 
exciting. Colonel Koester, with Capt. Harvey 
Rubin, of the Army Veterinary Corps, was to 
conduct the demonstration at Saratoga. 

It is possible that the showing here will be 
followed by others in various centers, so that the

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method will be fully understood by trainers and 
breeders. 

If the system developed by the Army is accepted 
by racing authorities, the under side of the upper 
lip would be tattooed in preference to the inside 
of the lower lip, where the constant collection of 
saliva might lead to the eventual fading of the 
numbers. 

“We have tried several other methods,” Cas- 
sidy said, “including tongue prints, to determine 
if they are individual enough to provide positive 
identification. Some of them are quite feasible, 
but the tattoo has the advantage of being under- 
standable to any layman, and would immediately 
inform a horseman of a horse’s correct identity. 
However, even if the tattoo is adopted, it will only 
be supplementary to other registration procedure, 
such as the description and location of markings, 
scars, and other characteristics.” 

Edmund P. Coffey, who has been studying iden- 
tification methods for the T. R. P. B., also is in 
favor of using the lip tattoo as a further means 
of identifying horses. “The tattoo will be very 
useful when employed in connection with present 
requirements, such as the notation of markings, 
scars, whorls, and other data,” he stated. 

One of the individual characteristics which has 
been studied at some length by Walter Turnier, 
one of The Jockey Club’s identification experts, is 
the size, shape, and location of the chestnuts on 
a horse’s legs. ‘We especially rely on them in the 
case of solid-color horses, or those which are solid 
in color except for a star,” Turnier said. “After 
studying several thousand of them in considerable 
detail, I have concluded that they offer a very 
good method of identifying horses when used with 
other data.” 

Coffey, a former Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation identification expert, also believes chest- 
nuts are valuable for identifying horses. “But,” 
he qualified, “they will be of maximum value 
when uniform methods of photographing them 
have been worked out. Like the lip tattoo, they 
are another step toward effecting positive identi- 
fication.”

But there was nothing in the 
record to suggest that he had lost form; he had 
finished second or third in all of them but one, 
and in that had been beaten only three-quarters 
of a length by the winner, Pavot. In the Whit- 
ney Stakes, at weight for age with allowances, he 
was to have a chance at Gallorette with the ad- 
vantage of a six-pound weight concession (with 
sex allowance counted), but after the track be- 
came muddy Gallorette was scratched, and Stymie 
went to the post favorite at 55 cents to the dollar. 
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He took the lead from Mahout on the far turn, 
came home in style and comfort, two lengths in 
the lead, Mahout finished second, two lengths 
ahead of his stablemate Trymenow, which had 
won the 1945 renewal of the race (at Belmont 
Park, with Stymie third). The others finished 
far back. The speedy Polynesian, restrained be- 
hind Mahout and Bounding Home until Stymie 
went by them, had nothing to give in the home- 
stretch. 

Stymie, which has become a national hero since 
Hirsch Jacobs claimed him for $1,500 as a 2-year- 
old, is now getting into the “iron horse” class. In 
four seasons he has made 87 starts, won 19 races, 
finished 21 times second, 21 times third, earned 
$360,730 (counting the $20 he earned for fin- 
ishing unplaced once this year). For family par-

Mighty Story, one of the best 2-year-olds of 
last year and 3-year-olds of this, has occupied 
himself largely with running second or third in 
the most important races he has essayed. Last 
year he failed to win a stakes race, but finished 
second or third in five, including the Arlington 
Futurity and the Futurity at Belmont Park. This 
year he had won the Francis S. Peabody Memo- 
rial at Lincoln Fields for his first stakes victory, 
but after he had finished third to The Dude and 
Sgt. Spence in the Classic at Arlington Park 
Trainer Burley Park decided to move him to the 
turf course at Washington Park for a try at the 
Meadowland Handicap. To do this Mighty Story 
had to face nine older horses and concede weight 
by the scale to all of them except Frere Jacques, 
the favorite, which had set a new track record 
in winning the turf-course Grassland Handicap 
at Arlington Park. (The scale calls for 118 
pounds on 3-year-olds, 126 on older horses.) 

The pace was made by the Omaha speedster

rope kept Mighty Story near the leaders, and un- 
til the last turn he had the gray colt in hand, 
saving ground on the inside. Then he moved out

Tony Pascuma out of the saddle, ran away three 
miles (the chart says 4% miles), plunged into a 
hedge, held up the start half an hour, and had 
enough left to beat a high-class filly like Miss 
Merriment. Her long runaway and victory con- 
stituted an unprecedented feat for a 2-year-old 
filly. 

The War Admiral colt was War Watch, which 
in the Absecon Handicap got the first stakes vic- 
tory for Watch Her’s produce.

The Test Stakes, as usual, had a distinguished 
field of 3-year-old fillies. Though its purse is not 
high, as purses go these days, it is still one of the 
most sought after races in the calendar of East- 
ern competition, as it has a very high value in 
ranking the leading fillies of each crop. 

The favorite, Red Shoes, owned by Virginia’s 
Howell E. Jackson, had won the Pimlico Oaks 
early in May, beating Earshot and Dorothy 
Brown, but in subsequent races had failed to 
show top form. She was rested during July, and 
on August 5 returned to competition at Saratoga, 
equaling the six-furlong record of 1:1025. Off this 
evidence of sharpness she was made a strong fa- 
vorite, at 17 to 10, over an excellent field, and 
made good by coming up on the outside in the 
stretch to catch the pacemaking Upper Level and 
win by a neck, running the seven furlongs in 


1:23%5, one-fifth slower than Airflame’s track 
record. In making the pace Upper Level had run 


each of the first two quarters in 2224 seconds 
and the six furlongs in 1:10%. Bridal Flower, 
slow to get going, came within a half-length of 
overtaking Upper Level. 

Red Shoes has now won four of her seven starts 
this year, and in her two seasons of racing has 
started 16 times, won six races, finished four 
times second, four times third, earned $52,880, 
as compared with a yearling purchase price of 
$4,500.

Bernborough Gets 150 and 149 Pounds 


MELBOURNE, July 26 
ERNBOROUGH, the best horse in Australia, 
this week was weighted at 150 pounds for the 
Caulfield Cup of 12 furlongs, to be run October 
19, and one pound less for the Melbourne Cup of 
two miles listed for Tuesday, November 5 at 
Flemington. Whether he will start remains to be 
seen, but already his trainer, Harry Plant, has 
sounded a warning that pre-posts bettors on the 
two cups double should stay their hands pending 
a final announcement of stable plans. 


Bernborough has been set terrific tasks to win 
either race at the huge burdens allotted him and 
nobody was really surprised at the imposts he re- 
ceived. Some people thought, and bet that way, 
too, that he would get 154 in the Caulfield Cup 
but that was pulling the bow a little too wide. 

More than 400 horses were entered for each of 
the great spring cups and betting will be on a 
colossal scale. Long before the weights made their 
appearance the “two Bernboroughs” had been 
backed throughout Australia from 150-1 to 40-1. 
It took a large amount of real money to do this. 
Now the impetuous boys who rushed in headlong 
in the hope of having big “crushing” money are 
walking about rather drawn in the face to say 
nothing of the pocket. 


St. Fairy is one of the picks for the Caulfield 
Cup. The St. Magnus gelding won it last year 
with 126 and now has 131, which will be a luxury 


for him if Bernborough does not go to the post 
for it. 


Star Knight, a rising 4-year-old, is a heavily- 
backed cups hope from the powerful Lou Robert- 
son stable and appears in each race with 118. He 
too, is by St. Magnus. 


I like the rising 4-year-old mare Norwich, 
which comes from Adelaide and defeated St. 
Fairy at weight for age in Adelaide in June. At 
108 she meets St. Fairy on 15-pound better terms 
and perhaps if she makes the grade next spring 
she will nearly win the Caulfield Cup. She is 
by Shakuni and already has won a St. Leger. 

Crack 3-year-old Attley—he will be four on 
August 1—has 129 in the Caulfield Cup, the 
Portofino colt having to give three pounds to Mag- 
nificent (by Ajax), dual Derby winner, and bril- 
liant Royal Gem, by Dhoti, while Gay Lad, win- 
ner of the St. Legers in Melbourne and Sydney, is 
nicely in on this scale at 124. The good weight 
for age mare Flight (by Royal Step) has 130 in 
> Caulfield Cup but she is not in the Melbourne 
‘up. 
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Last week O. R. Porter, St. Fairy’s owner, gave 
5,000 guineas for Black Law, a 3-year-old colt by 
Mr. Standfast. Black Law is in at 107 and is 
not in the Melbourne Cup. If he is going to be 
as good as his Queensland admirers claim, then 
he is a real Caulfield Cup hope. 

The general impression always has been that 
Bernborough will not tackle the Melbourne Cup 
with 149. Carbine holds the cup weight-carrying 
record with 145, way back in 1890. I don’t think 
Bernborough would run out two miles with 140, 
let alone 149, but often these long-range guesses 
have misfired. 

My early pick for the Melbourne Cup is the 
Australian Cup winner, Knockarlow (by Paren- 
thesis). She is really well in at 108 and has 
abundant brilliance allied with rare staying pow- 
ers. Barwon (by Foxbridge), a New Zealand 
rising 3-year-old that has not raced in Austra- 
lia, is favorite for the Melbourne Cup, just in 
front of Star Knight and he is said to be an ideal 
Derby and cup hope in appearances. He reached 
Sydney this week and will be racing next month 
against the best of the early 3-year-olds. 

He has 104 in the Melbourne Cup on the same 
ranking as Flying Duke (by Le Grand Duc), 
which is a popular early pick for the classics and 
the Melbourne Cup. A good stayer in Leonard 
(by Dhoti) has 118 in the Melbourne Cup and 
good reports are circulating about him. He was 
third to Rainbird (by The Buzzard) in the Mel- 
bourne Cup last year and Rainbird has gone from 


105 to 121, which does not place her entirely out 
of court. 


Ten Plus, a Hundred Minus

fined £100 for a race incident at Flemington on 
June 17. 

In the June Handicap won by Ellipsis (trained 
by Hoysted and ridden by Badger), Latani was 
in front on the rails entering the long straight, 
with Ellipsis following him. Ellipsis had been 
backed heavily and Latani was at any old price, 
Just as the field swung into the straight Badger 
called out to Unkovich on Latani to “give him a 
bit of room as you seem to be beaten. It’s worth 
a tenner (£10).” 

In the next flash Latani had moved out from 
the rails and Ellipsis darted through the open- 
ing in what proved to be a winning run. A few 
days later a stipendiary steward heard Hoysted 
say to Unkovich during working hours at Men- 
tone, “Here is that £10 Badger promised you,” 
and that’s how the fun began. 

None of the parties appealed and probably if 
they had done so the V. R. C. committee might 
have extended their penalties as the rules of rac- 
ing here are very definite that such happenings 
are serious breaches of racing etiquette punish- 
able by disqualification. 

After all, they were fortunate to escape with 
a fine. One can well imagine the feelings of the 
owner of the second horse, and the public which 
backed it. Latani in leaving the rails presented 
the race to Ellipsis which would otherwise have 
had to go to the outside and probably not won. 
This means the second horse, on which his had 
£1,000, would have been the winner instead of 
having filled second place.

Banking the Turns 


WELLINGTON, July 


N the winter season in this country three metro- 

politan racing clubs, Auckland, Wellington, 
and the Canterbury Jockey Club (Christchurch), 
stage big meetings where the ’chasers and hurd- 
lers are very fittingly catered for. The Auck- 
land R. C. presents the Great Northern Steeples 
and Hurdles; Wellington, the Wellington Steeple- 
chase and Winter Hurdles; and the C. J. C. the 
Grand National Steeples and Hurdles. These 
three gatherings follow one another at intervals 
of a few weeks, and the form at the one fur- 
nishes an interesting line to the other, although 
for a horse to complete the treble in either branch 
is most unusual. 

The Wellington Club, which possesses one of 
the best courses in the southern hemisphere, the 
appointments being up-to-date, and the grass race 
track roomy and a mile and a quarter in circum- 
ference, has hitherto been the link between the 
Great Northerns and Grand Nationals. A move 
was made to improve a splendid track, but it 
was attended by unfortunate results for it en- 
tailed the abandonment of the winter meeting, 
and there is a prospect that the spring gathering 
will also be missing in October. 

Differences of opinions have resulted in respect 
to the improvement scheme undertaken by the 
club for it entails the banking of the ends of the 
course proper. Actually, the southern end has 
been raised as much as eight feet at the highest 
point, and the portion now completed more closely 
approaches a cycle-racing rather than a _ horse- 
racing track. The bank at the northern end, 
which is now under way, is not so defined, but 
the outlook is viewed dismally by many trainers. 
Unfortunately, the weather proved unkind dur- 
ing the operations, and it can safely be said that 
some time will elapse before the area settles down. 
However, many enthusiasts are wondering in 
what other race centres in the world courses are 
so constructed. 

(Editor’s note: Two new courses, Monmouth 
Park and Atlantic City, have banks with rises of 
seven or eight feet, underlaid with tile drains to 
prevent washing. American horsemen approve.) 

As a direct result of the enforced decision that 
the Wellington Club had to make, stake-money 
amounting to £15,825 on a two-day programme 
Was lost to owners. On the opening day the Well- 
ington Steeplechase had a stake of £3,000 at- 
tached to it, and the July Steeples on the second 
day had £2,000. The prizes were not so good 
Where the hurdlers were concerned, but the Win- 
ter Hurdles was worth £1,500, as was the Parlia-
